The  Organ  Concert. 

Those  who  attended  the  Inaugural 
Concert  of  the  new  organ,  in  theFirst 
fteebyterian  Chutch,  on  Wednesday 
evening,  with  anticipations  of  a  rich  mu 
eic&l  treat,  were  not  disappointed.  The 
high  reputation  of  Mr.  Penneld.  as  one  of 
the  first  organists  of  New  York  city,  and 
the  selections  on  the  programme,  from 
the  works  of  many  of  the  best  compos¬ 
ers  of  organ  music,  promised  well  for  an 
evening  of  real  enjoyment.  Mr  Pentield 
was  assisted  by  two  ladies  from  his  church 
choir  (8t.  Mark's),  hitherto  unknown  to 
us,  but  who  will  be  remembered  with 
pleasure.  Miss  Trischet  possesses  a  fine 
soprano  voice,  abundant  in  quantity, 
and  of  full,  round  tone,  with  a  remarkably 
dear  and  distinct  enunciation.  If  she 
could  throw  more  soul  into  her  hinging, 
it  would  be  most  enjoyable.  Her  reu 
dering  of  ‘  Come  unto  Me”  was  so  rapid 
as  to  rob  the  sweet  words  of  all  their  ten¬ 
der  meaning,  while  altogether  too  much 
power  was  used  in  the  lovely  little 
**  Good-night  ”  song  of  Abt.  The  singing 
of  Mrs.  Chapman,  in  the  familiar  num 
bers  she  had  chosen,  appeared  to  give 
great  satisfaction.  Her  voice  is  full  and 
rich,  especially  in  the  middle  register,  and 
in  the  duet  both  ladies  gave  proof  of 
their  thorough  training  and  excellent 
methods.  In  response  to  a  recall,  with 
commendable  good  taste,  they  repeated 
the  duet,  to  the  great  pleasure  of  the  au¬ 
dience. 

Mr.  Penfield's  playing  it  is  not  for  ub  to 
criticise.  He  made  his  programme  of 
such  selections  as  would  please  a  general 
audience,  and  display  to  the  best  advan¬ 
tage  the  tone  and  power  of  the  organ. 

In  the  latter  we  think  he  failed,  or 
perhaps  he  was  not  well  acquainted  with 
the  instrument,  for  one  organ  differeth 
from  another,  and  an  organist  can  hardly 
do  justice  to  himself  or  to  the  instrument 
in  his  first  handling  of  it,  as  this  evidently 
was. 

The  organ  is  of  all  .musical  instruments 
the  noblest  and  best.  Almost  any  effect 
can  be  produced  from  its  infinite  variety 
of  tones  and  combinations;  but  we  think 
it  is  divorced  from  its  true  and  legitimate 
object,  when  it  is  made  to  give  forth  such 
orchestrion  music  as  the  “Polonaise  Mil 
itaire  ”  of  Chopin,  or  the  overture  to 
Masaniello  (“La  Muette  de  Portici”). 
The  “Dream  Pictures”  displayed  well  the 
solo  stops,  of  which  there  is  a  very  good 
variety,  as  did  also  the  medley  which  Mr. 
Penfield  gave  for  an  encore  ;  and  in  the 
familitir  little  “Andante,”  from  the  Haydn 
symphony,  we  listened  |to  the  utmost 
pianissimo  that  could  be  produced. 

In  the  first  movement  of  the  Men- 
y-'lssohn  sonata,  as  well  as  in  the  Bach 
fugue  (the  finest  number  on  the  pro 
gramme),  Mr.  Penfield  gave  evidence  of 
wonderful  technique.  The  tremendous 
difficulties  of  the  fugue  were  overcome 
with  apparent  ease,  even  in  the  rapid 
tempo  m  which  it  was  taken. 

We  regretted  that  there  was  not  more 
of  what  we  consider  strictly  organ  music , 
in  which  the  full  tones  and  rich  har¬ 
monies,  that  we  felt  were  lurking  in  all  the 
intricacies  of  great  and  swell  and  pedaJ 
organs,  could  be  bromght  out. 

As  we  become  better  acquainted  with 
the  instrument,  after  repeated  hearings, 
we  shall  be  better  able  to  judge  of  all  its 
merits.  It  gives  abundant  promise  of 
power  and  variety,  and  perhaps  lacked 
only  the  mellowness  of  tone,  if  we  may 
so  express  it,  that  time  and  use  will  add 
to  its  many  other  good  qualities.
